The ten-day campaign for $1,- 
000,000 for the Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital will be brought to a close at 
the Bellevue-Stratford tonight when 
the entire working organization will 
meet at dinner to make their last 
reports. With $640,067 announced 
to date it is thought that the goal 
sought may be exceeded. 

All classes of people have coiv 
tributed their share to make this 
great community enterprise a sue-* 
cess, and in so doing have placed 
themselves on the roll of those who 
help their fellow-men. 

At a luncheon meeting attended 
by members of the Women's divis- 
ion, held Tuesday, at Masonic Hall, 
the teams reported $102,244. This 
made the total of the women's teams 

same evening, under the chairman- 
ship of Benjamin H. Ludlow, the 
Men's division reported $56,011, 
bringing the total of this division up 
to $73488- 

The Memorial Committee, of 
which Robert E. Strawbridge is 
chairman, and which has had charge 
of the larger subscriptions, previous- 
ly to last Tuesday had announced 
$223,000. On Tuesday the com- 
mittee reported an additional $229,- 
900, bringing its total up to $452,900. 

These are the last reports that 
will be made public until the grand 
total is announced at the dinner this 
evening.

Bruce A. Carey, of Cleveland 
avenue, just over the borough line, 
is the conductor of the great Sesqui- 
centennial chorus of 5000 men and 
women, more than half of which 
participated in the opening of the 
Sesqui on May 31, and which will 
appear in its entirety in the Music 
Festival and Historic Pageant, 
"America," on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings, June 23 and 24. 
This is the largest chorus ever or- 
ganized in this country. 

Mr. Covey, who is musical direc- 
tor at Girard College, is a conduc- 
tor of unusual magnetism and the 
magnificent chorus, under his baton, 
produces a flood of melody truly de- 
lightful to hear. He has been re- 
hearsing the chorus in five sectional 
units weekly, since March 29. Two 
massed rehearsals have been held 
in the Metropolitan Opera House. 

The music pageant will be a big 
feature of the Sesquicentennial, to 
be held in the new stadium. The 
chorus will be seated in the curve 
of the great horse shoe ; the historic 
tableaux and dances will be present- 
ed on a mammoth stage at tta open 
end of the arena, while military 
drills, a sham battle and an Indian 
massacre will be enacted in the 
arena.

"THE HIGH S TREET 

Story Told in New Book Now at the 
Library. 

Visitors to the Sesquicentennial 
exhibit and those interested enough 
to read about it will have become 
acquainted perhaps for the first 
time with the fact that Market 
street, in Philadelphia, was origin- 
ally called "The High Street." Even 
up to about 70 years ago it was still 
called by that name and all old 
plans of the city have it so marked. 

This custom of naming the main 
thoroughfare of a* city "The High 
Street" was brought to this country 
along with other English customs 
by our early settlers. Nearly every 
English town has its High street 
and the reason for it lies in the 
early road building of the Romans, 
who, in planning their main arteries 
through the country, followed the 
thorough plan laid down forthem 
by their road builders and built the 
roads within five layers, thus rais- f 
ing them above the surrounding 
country, hence the name "The High 
Street," and so still called in Eng- 
land, seldom omitting the article, 
as is done in this country. 
' These facts and other interest- 
ing ones are found in the book re- 
cently purchased by the library and 
now ready for circulation, "Amer- 
ica's Most Historic Highway, Mar- 
ket Street, in Philadelphia," by Jo- 
seph Jackson. This book was origi- 
nally published in a limited edition 
some years ago and has been re- 
printed this year under the new 
title. The author justifies his use 
of the title by naming in the preface 
the historic events that have taken 
place on Market street and pro- 
ceeding in the book to give very in- 
teresting accounts of them in de- 
tail. His belief is that no other 
street in this country can establish 
so strong a claim to honor. 

The book is now ready for dis- 
tribution and will stimulate any 
leader's interest and pride in Phila- 
delphia.
